GERMAN RETALIATION IS DISCUSSED. 


Exclusion of Cattle and Cottonseed Gil 
Makes Work fer Diplomats, 
Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 16.—In view of 
the disinclination of Congress to take up the

The speech of 
the German Chancellor in the Reichstag, in 
which he made a strong point of the discrimi- 
nation imposed by the United States towards 
mesial 2 is eer et 1 a 
strengthening o policy whi gov- 
ernment has 14 directed to the exciu- 
sion of severe restriction upon Amerivan 
products sought to be imported into Ger- 
many. At present Mr. Runyon, our Minister 
to Germany, is working hard to secure un 
amelioration of the rigid order of exclu- 
sion in ease of American cat- 
tle, and Secretary Gresham is in 
almost daily consultation with the German 
Minister here upon the same subject, as well 
as upon that of cottonseed oil, which has just 
suffered a severe blow from the increase of 
the import tax to 200 per cent-practically 
exclusive, Up to this time no appreciable de- 
gree of success has at ed these efforts of 
our government, the character of the negotia- 
tions appeari to indicate a purpose on 
the part o the German Govern- 
ment to procrastinate until Congress 
decisively announces its intention in the mat- 
ter of the sugar duty. As long as these con- 
ditions obtain our government is ‘likely to 
wait 1 but should there be any fresh 
attacks by the Germans upon American in-

GERMANY SENDING IRON TO ENGLAND. 


Lower Wages and Cheuper Freights Help 
the Continental Experts. 

Wasutneror, D. C., Dec. 15.—The exporta- 
tion of iron and steel products from Germany 
to Great Britain is just what is going on, ac- 
cording to a report to the State Department 
from United States Consul. Mason at Frank- 
fort, Germany. And the German trade with 
Great Britain is increasing steadily, as is 
shown by the fact that, whereas in 
1870 Great Britain imported from all 
countries only 102,000 tons of iron 
and steel, nearly threé-fourths of which 
was bar iron of a special quality, 
these imports had risen in 1890 to 324,000 
tons, by iar the larger portion of which was 
supplied by Germany, which country, in 
1893, exported to England and six principal 
British colonies 208,000 tons of iron and 
steel, being about 18 per cent of the total 
German export for that year. This was 70, 
000 tons more than Germany exported in 
1893 to the entire American continent, ex- 
cluding Canada. Barely fifty years ago Ger- 
many received fully one-half of her entire 
supply of iron from Euglaud, and this com- 
piete reversal of the course of traffic 
may well provoke beyond the channel 
a serious inquiry inito its causes 
and condition. The British Iron Trade 
Association regarded the subject as 80 
important that it caused a special investiga- 
tion to be made by experts. The conclusions 
are stated at | in the report, and, briefly 
summarized, the explanation is found im the 
superior technical skill of the Germaus, who 
overcome British cheap coal by utilizing 
every by-product in coke-making, such as tar, 
gas, ammonia, and bengali, instead of wast- 
ing all these, as is done in the crude English 
and American “bee-hive oven process.

GUN INVENTOR H. r. HURST EXPLAINS. 


Facts Touching the Fallure of Bis Weapon 
to Meet Expectations. . 

Wasutnetor, D. C., Dec: 16.—With refer 
neeto the more recent tests of the Hurst 
gun at the Indian Head providing ground, 
which have been represented as unsatis- 
factory, H. P. Hurst, the inventor, claims 
that the failure of the gun to meet 
expectations was due to the manner 
of loading. He says he infers from 
reports of the experiment that the outside 
eharge was built up beyond the end of the in- 
ner tube, causing an explosion of the outside 
charge before the tailpiece of the projectile 
left inner tube. This fact would, he says, 
account for the increased 7 reported. 
When Mr. Hurst made this re tation to 
Commodore Sampson, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, he replied the projectiles would 
have to be made stronger and a new design 
made for them.

Justice Courts, 


In revising the law in relation to Justices of 
the Peace and constables the Commission has 
found it necessary to make perhaps more 
material changes than in the revision of any 
other chepters of the statutes. The law on this 
subject, as it now exists, has been made up 
largely of fragmentary legislation enacted 
from time to time te devise specific remedies 
for s fic defects or to supply those general 
deficiencies and correct those abuses which 
grew out of the natural development of jus. 
tice court legislation under the present Con- 
stitution—the abuses, it may be said, being 
confined largely to the operation of the jus- 
tice court system in the County of Cook. 

There has long been much uncertainty and 
confusion growing out of different conclu- 
sions of able jurists as to the exact jurisdic. 
tion and powers of Justices of the Peace, and 
in this revision the commission has endeav- 
ored to define with precision and in detail the 
exact jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace in 
their respective counties. In addition to 
enumerating the specific classes in the present 
jurisdiction act, additional clauses have been 
added declaring explicit jurisdiction in the 
many cases where it is implied or indefinite 
under existing laws, Specific jurisdiction 
is declared in all actions arismg under the 
laws for the incorporation of cities, towns, 
and villages, or any ordinance passed in pur- 
suance thereof, where the amount claimed 
does not exceed $200; also, in actions arising 
under the law in relation to dramshops where 
the damage does not exceed $200; for the 
recovery of statutory fines, or where the 
amount claimed does tot exceed $200, as 
well as in all actions by and against towns, 
cities, villages, or municipal corporations 
which, if brought by an individual, might be 
brought before a Justice of the Peace.

Act of 1881 Left Out, 


The act of 1881 giving County Courts in 
counties in which Prebate Courts have been 
established concurrent juriediction with Cir- 
cuit Courts having been held to be unconsti- 
tutional, in the case of Klocke vs. Dodge, 103 
Illinois 125, is left out of the new chapter. 
The conflicting provisions of the present sta- 
tute in relation to appeals from trial courts to 
courts having appellate jurisdiction are re- 
moved. County Courts have jurisdiction over 
eales of real estate, to pay debts by adminis- 
trators and executors, and to adjust 
equities and settle conflicting titles, No 
good reason is apparent why, in 
such cases, an appeal should be taken to 
the Circuit Court and a trial de novo had, be- 
fore the case can go to the Appellate Court, 
What reason can be assigned against taking 
such cases directly from the County Court to 
the Appellate Court on the record made in 
the County Court? The revised chapter pro- 
vides that such cases, and also cases in which 
the County Court orders the sale of real estate 
by guardians and conservators, may be taken 
to the Appellate Court on appeal or writ of 
error. : 

The result of the revision of the twenty dif- 
ferent legislative acts relating toicourts of 
record is that they are all brought within the 
compass ofa single act entitled an act to 
revise the law in relation to courts of record, 
and that an intelligent subdivision is .nade by 
classifying them into appropriate articles.

MUSIO AT MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 


Celumbian Organ Is a Big Addition to 
Students’ Concerts. 

Axx Ansor, Mich., Dec. 10.— [Special Cor- 
respondence.|-—-One of the most attractive 
features connected with college life at Ann 
Arbor is the fine musical entertainments held 
from time to time throughouf the year, pro- 
grams ret dered not so much by home talent, 
giee and banjo clubs, etc., as by musicians 
from other parts of the country. Of late 
years at least three large orchestral concerts 
have taken. place during the year, given by 
such organizations as the Thomas Orchestra, 
the Boston Symphony, the Seidl, and the Bos- 
ton Festival Orchestra. Then the year’s 
series is filled in with such artistsas Max 
Heinrich, Pachmann, Albert, Jonas, and 
others. These concerts are always well at- 
tended, and University Hall, seatmg 3,000 
people, not only 16 invariably well filled, 
but crowded to its utmost capacity, the 
student body forming the latger portion 
of the audience, while the remainder is com- 
posed of the families of the proleasors and 
other residents of the town, and often of 
many musical enthusiadis from Detroit, Jack- 
son, and other nearby cities, 

Last year Prof. A. A. Stanley of the School 
of Music, to whom great credit is due for the 
advancement of music in the university and 
the high class of concerts rendered. was suc- 
cessful financially and otherwise in introduc. 


imgan entirely new venture in the musical 


line. This was the May festival so-called, 
which consisted of three corcerts—a sym- 
phony concert, an orchestral matinée, and a 
grand choral concert »y the Choral Union, 
which included last year 280 voices chosen 
from among the students of the university. 
The Choral Union was assisted by soloists and 
the full Boston Festival orchestra. 

This completed the series of last year and 
that of this year is very much the same with 
the addition of the Columbian organ, which 
was dedicated last Friday evening. was in- 
tended to be the great feature of the year. 
All who heard the Columbian organ at the 
World’s Fair cannot but remember the grand 
concerts in Festival Hall. wien 22 or 
upon which such music was played, while it is 
not the largest in the United States, is without 
doubt the most perfect and complete that 
ever has been built: What to do with the 
big organ after the Fair was over was a ques- 
tion of great moment,. After due considera- 
tion the manufacturers, moved by the en- 
thusiasm and patriotic spirit of good Michi- 
gan citizeas and wishing to have their great 
masterpiece remain in the State, decided to 
turn the organ over to the university for the 
low price of $15,000. Profs, Albert A. Stan- 
ley and Francis W. Kelsey, President of the 
University Musical Society, in consultation 
with others, decided, in spite of the scarcity 
of funds, to accept the offer, and the agree- 
ment was completed. The organ was brought 
to Ann Arbor and during the summer men 
were set to work transferring it to University 
Hall. This task furnished work to four men 
and two teams of horses for five weeks. The 
this great piece of mechanism, weighing filty 
tons, had to be set up and tuned. The Fri- 
day evening concert was known asa “ dedi- 
cation subscription conc®rt,”’ as $8,000 was 
still to be raised at that time. | 

The musical entertainments of the year 
other than organ recitals will be of the same 
nature as last year. The Choral Union series 
of concerts are: Thomas Orchestra, which 
took place last month; piano re- 
cital by Alberto Jonas, Jan 11; Choral 
Union concert, Choral Union, assisted by 
Mrs. Genevra Johastone-Bishop of Chicago, 
soprano; Gardner 8. Samson (University 
Schoo! of Music), bass, and full orchestra, 
Feb. 1; song recital by Mr. and Mrs. Max 
Heinrich, March 8. Then comes, as a 
fitumg close for the year’s series, 
the great May .festival, the 
for which have not been finally arranged as 
yet. The concerts of the festival wiil be: 
Friday evening, symphony concert; Saturday 
afternoon, orchestral matinée; Saturday 
evening, grand choral concert. At this last 
concert the Boston Festival Orchestra will 
take part and the Chorai Union, assisted by a 
number of soloists, as yet unselected, will 
render Berlioz’s *“‘ Damnation of Faust.“ 
This will be the second May festival in Aun 
Arbor and promises to be even more success- 
tal than the firet. Ann Arbor last year was 
well crowded with visitors during the festival 
season and this year the prospects are it will be 
taxed to its utmost capacity. Special rates are 
to be given on all the railroads and every in- 
ducement will be offered to those who wish to 
visit Ann Arbor during the May festival, both 
in regard to conveniences in comimg and go- 

and accommodations during the visit. 
Choral Union, under whose auspices 
these concerts are giveu, was organized by 
Prof. Stanley six years ago, the material 
being selected from the student body. The 
original purpose of organization was for the 
promotion of musicin university circles, and 
the venture has been most successful. The 
Choral Union this year consists of 300 voices, 
with much good material on the waiting list. 
Prof. Stanley conducts the rehearsals, which 
continue until spring, when the singers come 
before the public in one, two, and sometimes 
more concerts, Aside from rendering pro- 
grams itself, the Choral Union nas 
in its charge the **Chorai Union series of 
concerts for the year. It obtains the best 
artists, and puts the best class of music within 
reach of all the students, season tickets to 
such a series as the above being only $2.50 
each. The officers of the Choral Union for 
the present year are: Prof. P. R. De Pont, 
President; F. A. Taylor, Secretary; Prof. 
Levi D. Wines, Treasurer.

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LY DENOUNOING 


Because He Sentenced hebe Without a 
Tria Jury the Tollers Think Heavy- 
‘Weight Words Are Needed te De- 
seribe the At- Cock County Corener’s 
Alleged Methods the Object of Sharp 
Criticism=—Gov, Waite and Chicegoans 
Give John Burns Some Stinging Siaps. 
Judge Woods of the United States District 

Court was denounced and condemned in the 

severest and most emphatic terms by the 


members of the Trade and Labor Assembly 


at Bricklayers’ Hall yesterday afternoon, The 
Coroner of Cook County was raked over the 
coals of criticism without regard to his feel- 
ings by the same organization. A West Side 
church was rebuked. John Burns, laborer, 
of England, was warned to be cautious how 
he talked about Chicago. All this happened 
at one meeting of less than three hours’ du- 
ration. It was a quiet meeting, too, and, 
while some of the speakers displuyed great 


animosity towards Judgé Woods, there was — 


no wrangling among the delegates. : 
When the regular routine of business had 


been transacted Fannie Kavanagh got the 


floor and was granted permission to read 
some resolutions adopted by the Wom- 
ans Federal Labor Union last Pri 
day night, The resolutions were 
in regard to the Eugene V. Debs contempt 
case. Judge Woods and his decision were 
condemned and the fact that Debs had been 
„denied his constitutional right of a trial by 
jury was viewed with great alarm.“ This 
action on the part of the United States Court 
was a menace to the union workmgmen of 
America. When she had finished reading the 


‘pesulutions Mre. Kavanagh asked that the 


Trade and Labor Assembly indorse them. 
There was a little opposition to this, but after 
some discussion they were indorsed unani- 
mously. 

In bringing the notice of the de egates to 
the resolutions Mrs. Kavanagh laid special 
stress on the fact that Debs had been de- 


. prived of his liberty without a trial by jury 


as required by the Constitution, 
Williams Uses Big Words. 


V. B. Williams, speaking in favor of in- 
dorsing the resolutions, said Judge Woods’ 
decision was “a damnable outrage.” The 
United States Court was taki power unto 
itself that the potentates of Europe would 
not dare to assume.“ 

George Stivers was in favor of lymg quiet 
and taking no action until the indictments 
against Debs had been tried. 

Mrs. Kavanagh said that there were times 
when it was criminal to be quiet. This was 
one of them. The rights and liberties of 
Debs and his associates demanded immediate 
action in the matter. 

John P. Haünegan thought Judge Woods 
was one of the worst whelps who ever held 
office in this country. He was in favor of in- 
dorsing the resolutions and then drawing up a 
new set more emphatic and severe to be sent 
out as the views of the Trade and Labor As 
sembly. 

W. I. Howard, Richard Powers, James 
O'Connor, and others spoke in favor of the 
resoiutions and denounced Judge Woods. The 
resolutions were then indorsed, and the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was instructed to draft 
paragraphs expressing the opinion the assem- 
bly holds of Judge Woods and his decision, 


Now the Coroner Catches It. 


The Committee on Grievances made a 

lengthy report in reference to the ** abuses of 
Coroner’s office in connection with the 

various morgues in Chicago.” The report 
was received and referred to the Committee 
on Legi-lation with instructions to brmg the 
matter to the attention of the next General 
Assembly at Springfield for the purpose of 
securing legislation that will abolish the al- 
leged abuses. The report in full is as follows: 

There is no law oa our statate books govern- 
ing the Coroner. He is a law unto himseif. He 
also can say where the bodies of those known as 
Coroner's cases shall be taken. If the evils are 
to be remedied at present it must be done by the 
Coroner's own volition. Lf it is to be done in the 
future it must be done by, and in all justice to 
humanity should be done by the State Legisla- 
ture. Your committee believes and satnestl 
hopes that the Trade and Labor Assembly wi 
use every means at its command to stop this 
most inhuman traffic in the bodies of the dead. 
The Coroner can and does dictate where the 
bodies of all who meet with violent and 
sudden deaths shall be conveyed. Extor- 
tionate demands are made on the friends 
of the dead. If there are no i friends 
and no money then these inhuman ghouls lose no 
time in call a city patrol wagon to convey the 
body to the Cook County Morgue at Harrison 
and Wood streets. This morgue is the finest and 
best equipped in the world. It was erected by a de- 
mand of the ple abuses which now 
prevail should cease. The Coroner at that time 
declared the county had no place to keep the 
bodies, and so he said, and with a great deal of 
truth at the time, he was compelled to send. the 
bodies to private morgues. The present morgue 
was then built and equipped under the super- 
vision of Addison Baliard, Chairman of the 
Building committee of the Cook County Com- 
missioners. But the Coroner refuses to send the 
bodies there, presumably as there is no * rake 
off in it for him. It nas never yet been 
more than 50 per cent of its capacity and it 
would not tax more than 
75 per cent if all the bodies 
taken to other morgues should be taken there. 
It is equipped with an ice machine of ten tons 
capacity, which can be reinforced with another 
of five tons capacity, ana these machines will 
keep the temperature of the cases in which the 
bodies lie at 20° to 82° above zero, sufficient to 
keep the bodies in a good state of preservation 
for from thirty to sixty days, as the case requires 
or emergency demands. 


Snab for a Church. 


A bundle of tickets announcing Labor 
— at the Jefferson Park Church, Adams 
a Throop streets, were brought into the 
hall and the sergeant-at-arms was requested 
to distribute them among the members. 
tickets read that Prof. Graham Taylor would 
speak and answer questions and that there 
would be music. Some one announced 
that the members of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly were specially in- 
vited to attend and ask uestions 
in reference to the labor problem. The ser- 
geant-at-arms scarcely had begun to circulate 
the tickets when he was stopped. Delegate 
Kidd discovered that there was no union labor 
stamp on the tickets. Another delegate said. 
the music to be furnished at the church was 
not union music. Delegate Kidd-said if the 
church expected any of the labor unions to 
patronize it it should patronize union print- 
ing shops and union musicians. A resolution 
was then adopted forbiddi the distribution 
of any printed matter which did not bear the 
union. stamp. After this the tickets were

State Federation of Labor Expresses Sym- 
pathy for Debs, 
The State Federation of Labor held its semi- 
annual convention here today. Twenty-three 
organizations were represented. John New- 
ton of St. Cloud was chosen President.

OAPITAL NOT THE KEY TO WEALTH. 


The Days When tt Grew Like a Snowball 
Are Past in This Country. 

Engineering: The unthinking advocates of 
labor often point to the colossal fortunes 
made by manufacturers, and assume that 
like results could be obtained by codperation, 
But it will usually be found on examination 
that manufacturing had very little to do with 
the accumulation of the wealth to which 
they refer. An example is to be found 
in the history of the late Sir William 
Pearce related by Lord Kelvin at the un- 
veiling of his statue a short time ago. Under 
his ownership the Fairfield shipyard advanced 
by leaps and bounds, and in a few years he 
amassed an enormous amount of money. 
But it is well known that Sir William was a 
skillful and most successful speculator, and 
that without employing a singie man, other 
than clerks and secretaries, he could have 
gained great wealth. Even in his business 
the — were entirely his own and regal 
in their audacity. 

Instead of waiting in the ante-rooms of 
shipowners to crave for orders he put a pres- 
sure upon them that often could not be re- 
sisted. He boldly piaced a ship on the Atlan- 
tic that eclipsed the renown of all that were 
then running, and announced that he would 
build others which should run either for or 
against the existing lines. In the Isle of Man 
service he forced the running in a similar 
manner, and, in a word, was a power that 
some shipowners had to take into their busi- 
nes- calculations. His 2 were those of 

@ntellect—not capital. t course, capital con- 
stituted the tools he worked with, as it was 
also the reward of his efforts. Such gains are 
as inaccessible to coéperators as the moon to 
the crying chiid. 

Capital alone has ceased to bea source of 
weaith; it may producea moderate return if 
carefully managed, but the days when it 
grew like the rolling snowball, by being sim- 
ply turned over, are past in this country. In 
the hands of a man of. commanding ability, 
however, it acquires another significance. 
Just ana crowd of ignorant peasante can be 
converted into an army and used by a Napo- 
leon to create an enormous empirein a few 
years, so money can be manipulated by some 
men to achieve marvelous results. But such 
men know their worth, and if they are ever co- 
operators, it is only until they ve olim bed 
the first rungs of the ladder. The possessor 
of the philosopher's stone does not need a

JUDGE BREWER’s RECENT DECISION. 

Tun Ton printed Saturday the full text 
of the decision made lately by Judge Brewer 
concerning the maximum law of Ne- 
braska. An examination of it shows that the 
Judge did not merjg the criticisms of Tun 
Tarpuns, which were based on the assump- 
tion that he had held that— 


Ifa road cost $20,000 a mile to build and is 
stocked and bonded for $70,000 a mile, its 
freight rates may be based apon its capitaliza- 
tion, not its cost, and courte must still construe 
them as reasonable, 


Statements to that effect had appeared in 
Chicago papers,one of them edited by a 
lawyer of prominence. It was presumed that 
he would not be far astray concerning mat- 
ters of law. But it seems that he was. Judye 
Brewer decided nothing of the kind. It may 
be said that he decided nothing except that 
the Nebraska rates were too low. He did not 
say how much they ought to be increased to 
become fair and reasonable. 

Speaking of the reasonableness of rates the 
Judge says no test has been settled on yet. 
It may be asserted, says he, that the basis 
should be what it would cot to build at the 
present time the road whose rates it is 
sought to establish. But he points out some 
of the hardships which would follow the 
adoption of such a basis. At the tithe a 
road was built the cost of labor, materials, 
Ste., might have been double what it is now, 
so thatthe amount of money actually bor- 
rowed on bonds and expended would be twice 
the amount required today. And he asks if 
the rates shall be cut so much as not to 
enable the road to pay interest on its bonds. 

On the other hand, says the Judge, if the 
rates are made suchas tosecure owners a 
reasonable amount on money actuaily in- 
vested, then it must be remembered that—

ONE DUEBILL SECURING ern 

The Carlisle plan and the Baltimore plan 
alike qre defective, and woefully so, on the 
vital point of security for the circulating 
notes proposed to be put out under them, 


They are open to the grave objection that un- 


der either of them one duebill would be “se. 
oured by other duehilis, not by actual mon- 
ny. There seems to be no recognition of the 
vital differences between duebills and actual 
money. The legal tenders which Mr. Carlisle 
would have deposited to the extent of 30 per 
cent are duebiils, subject to be presented at 
any moment for redemption, and the paid 
up, unimpaired capital whieh the Balti. 
mote plan suggests as a foundation for 
currency, the said foundation to be 
held by the banks themselves, would 
be in practice little other than prom- 
ises to pay, which promises are worth even 
lees if in the shape of time paper than if 
made redeemable on demand of the holder. 
Neither of the plans requires the deposit of a 
single dollar of real money nor of a govern- 
ment obligation, the payment of which 
specifically is deferred to some sét time in 
the future. The legal tenders have behind 
them an insufficient gold reserve, and the 
Treasury notes are secured by silver dol- 
lars, each of which intrinsically is worth less 
than half of the amount named on the pieces 
of paper itis provided to “redeem.” This, 
the government security, is tender 
enough, that of the national bank note circu- 
lation would be a little more so, and that sug- 
gested for the State bank notes is so mushy 
and soft that it ought not to be trusted to for 
a moment as foundation for a paper cur- 
rency. 

The true way to deal with the. situation 
would be to withdraw the legal tenders and 
the Sherman Treasury notes and sell off the 
silver bullion to those who want it, the latter 
being done gradually so as not unduly to de- 
press the market for silver. All the outetand- 
ing duebill obligations of the government 
should be funded, which could be done at a 
low rate of interest, and the bonds used asa 
basis for currency to be issued by the banks. 
The due- 
bills out of the way they could not be pre- 
sented every day or so in vast volume to the 
Treasury for redemption from an insufficient 
stock of gold and immediately paid out 
again, then to be re-presented to the Treasury 
for redemption, and keep on going that fool- 
ishly dangerous 
time, It then would not be neces- 
sary to issue every few months a fresh lot of 
bonds ata high rate of interest to prevent 
the whole scheme from collapsing by an ex- 
haustion of the Treasury reserve of gold. 
The payment of the government indebted. 
ness would be deferred, not subject to imme- 
diate demand for the money, and the bonds 
would beasafe basis for bank note issues, 
with the result that gold would be so free as 
to be at the command of any and every one 
who wanted it in exchange for something that 
others wanted to buy. 

And there should be no miore fooling with 
silver. That metal ought to be treated on its 
intrinsic merits, the same as gold. If it be 
used as security for the payment of a dollar 
there should be a dollar's worth of the 
metal in the security. Then it would be all 
right; no one would be afraid of silver;. 
all would be willing to take and hold as much 
of it as was offered, subject only to the mat- 
ter of inconvenience in the transportation of 
large quantities. The foreigners would just 
as soon draw against silver as gold, and just 
as soon take it, with an ailowance for the ex- 
tra cost of carryipg it across the ocean, There 
would be no danger of financial coliapse, no 
question of security for the circulation, no 
lack ot the confidence which is absolutely 
necessary to industrial activity and commer. 
cial prosperity, and nothing to stand in the 
way of the vast increase in the use of silver, 
which the silver monometallists are fooiishly 
demanding to be made ata rating of fully 
twice the actual value of the metal. 

Paper currency is worth for business uses, 
for purchasing purposes, only what the per- 
son receiving it believes he can get for it in 
exchange for something else. It is a mere 
promise to pay money, actual money. 80 
long as the people believe it will be redeemed 
in full on presentation to the party who has 
‘uttered it the paper may circulate indefinitelyg 
but the moment grave doubts are entertained 
in regard to the ability or willingness to re- 
deem, that moment the people lose confi- 
den ce in the paper and rush it home for re- 
demption.”’ They do not want to take it in 
exchange for goods. The action of a com- 
munity is very much like that of the single de- 
positor, who said if the bank had the money 
he did not want it himself, but if the bank 
had not the money he wanted it and would 
have it. There is too much reason to fear 
that if either the Baltimore or the Carlisle 
plan were adopted we soon should see a great 
deal of the latter, the only difference being 
that the people would want their money—the 
real money—and would not get it. Nor 
would they then be content to take in ex- 
change for one duell another duebiil 
which equally was lacking in the essential 
feature of provision for immediate redem p- 
tion in real money. 


REVISION OF THE STATUTES. 

Tun Trrsunz prints this morning a sum- 
mary of the work done by the Illinois Com- 
mission on Statutory Revision, created by 
the last General Assembly. The members 
are half through with their labors now and 
believe that by the time their task is com plet- 
ed the buik of the statutes will be reduced at 
least a third by the simple process of elimina- 
tion of over 800 pages of redundant rerbiage 
snd matter repealed by implication or inval- 
idatea by Supreme Court decisions. 

One of the important chapters which have 
been finished and are to be submitted to the 
Legislature when it meets is the one concern- 
ing corporations, There have been numerous 
laws passed concerning corporations since the 
new Constitution was adopted, and a great 
part of the work of the commission has con- 
sisted in blending them into one consistent 
whole, Comparatively little new matter has 
been introduced. The most important change 
is in the introduction of a provision for the 
issue of preferred stock. 

After much deliberation the com mission de- 
cided to submit for the consideration of the 
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a single act. Several changes have been 
suggested, most of which are of interest to 
lawyersalone, There is on the statutes nowa 
8 ele 
ions during the same term at which 
the cases are submitted. This may 
be impossible, At all events the Supreme 
Court has ed it. Therefore the com- 
mission recommends that the opinion be filed 
within @ year from the time the case is sub- 
mitted. At present it takes the court some- 
times two years to make upits mind. If 
there were any way of enforcing the statute a 
shorter period than a year should be fixed on. 
There is no prompt justice” about a year’s 
delay of justice, 

If the work done and submitted by the 
commigsion meets with the approval of the 
General Assembly doubtiess it will prolong 
its existence so that it may complete its 
labors. It is suggested that two members be 


a membership of seven, four of whom will be

A VICTIM OF ROYAL ETIQUETTE. 

The sudden death of Sir Johu Thompson, 
the Canadian Premier, was a sad event, the 
more so that it was directly due to the silly 
and exacting demands of the etiquette that 
prevails at the court of Queen Victoria. The 
victim of royal forms was afflicted with heart 
disease, and knowing the dangerous nature of 
his ailment he attended one of the royal 
functions, knowing at the same time what 
such an occasion, meant in its physical strain. 
The session Was an abnormally long one, 
lasting as it did one hour and twenty-five min- 
utes, durmg which time all had to stand in 
one place comparatively motionless except 
the Queen herself, It was a trying pressure 
even upon the most robust courtiers and 
lackeys in attendance who are accustomed to 
such a nonsensical procedure, The sick and 
enfeebled Premier, when released from this 
conventional punishment, staggered to a 
chair and in a few minutes was dead. 

Sir John Thompson was a victim of per- 
sonal vanity, murdered by royal etiquette. 
It is said the Queen was very much af. 
fected by the incident, that she received the 
daughter of thedead Premier in a motherly 
way, kissing her on both cheeks, and then by 
way of consolation took her to the mausoleum 
at Frogmore, probably to make the event as 
melancholy as possible. This display of 
grief, however, counts for but little. It could 
have no consolation for the daughter unlegs 
she is a very silly young woman. It could 
not call back the dead father. It could not 
mitigate one whit the absurd etiquette of 
these royal functions. So long as men are 
vain enough to want to display themselves at 
these functions and women are silly enough 
to seek audiences and suffer the snubs and 
superciliousness of court lackeys and gold 
sticks in waiting there will always be the dan- 
ger that those who are weak or sick may be 
injured by them. It would be more to the 
purpose if the Queen, instead of displaying 
her grief and sympathy un such cases, would 
so order the etiquette of these functions that 
it should not et pose those ‘who attend them 
to any strain more exacting than that which 
an ordinary fashionable reception produces, 
and that is severe enough. She should: be 
willing to‘sacrifice enough of her own vanity 
to secure others from inordinate fatigue, and 
to protect the weak and sick from the dangers 
of prostration and death. It does not mit- 
igate this tragedy of royal silliness that the 
Premier himself brought it about in part by 
his own vanity. That is a weakness of poor 
human nature, and itis not confined to sub- 
jects of Queen Victoria. Hundreds of Amer- 
jeans have demeaned themselves dy sub 
mitting to the contempt of flunkeys and the 
lofty condescension of the Queen. But even 
these silly persons ought to be protected 
against their own folly. If Queen Victoria 
has any sense of humanity or kindly qual- 
ities that have not been blunted by years of 
absurd forms she should reconstruct the eti- 
quette of Ler court, not alone for the purpose 
of making it less fatiguing but less danger- 
ous to human life. It would not reflect upon 
what little royalty she has if she were to 
offer a chair to an infirm old gentieman in- 
stead of compelling him to stand be!ore her 
an hour and twenty-five minutes, with the re- 
sult that he staggers at last into the chair and 
dies there. 
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STOP THE FIGHTING. 

The killing of Bowen, the pugilist, at New 
Orleans, as the result of a blow delivered by 
Lavigne, following so closely upon the kill- 
ing of Reardon under similar circumstances, 
has had one good effect in calling attention to 
the brutality of these so-called boxing exhibi- 
tions, and in erousing a public demand that 
they shall be stopped. New Orleans has been 
the headquarters of this brutal and disgrace- 
ful business for a long time, and it has flour- 
ished there under the auspices of an athletie 
club, But even in New Orleans public senti- 
ment and public indignation have been 
aroused to that degree that the managers of 
the club in question find it politic to an- 
nounce that they disapprove of the proceed-

its kind in future. Whether they are honest 
in their declaration will be proven by an edict 
for their stopping all exhibitions of this kind, 
for so long as these bouts are allowed there 
will always be the danger that one brute wil: 
inurder the other by a powerful blow upon 
some vital spot, delivered either in a moment 
of passion or with a reckless indifference to 
results that is tantamount to criminality. 
Another cheering outcome of this club mar- 
der is the effect it has had in calling the at- 
tention of the police authorities to the neces- 
sity of breaking up the whole business. This 
has been the case in Chicago. Chief Brennan 
issued an order two weeks ago to stop all pub- 
lic and semi-public exhibitions of athletic 
brutality. That order now will be rigidly en- 
forced, and without drawing any lines, It 
will now apply to all classes of boxers or 
sparrers, and it will be applied whether these 
exhibitions take place in the Chicago Athietic 
club-rooms or in an alley barn, and whether 
the pugilists are such men as Corbett and 
Fitesimmons or any other two brutes of the 
gutter. It should also apply to the exhibi- 
tions in low olass theaters which for the time 
are transformed into prize-rings. It is time 
the whole brutal, disgusting business should 
cease. Chief Brennan says: My order is in 
the hands of every Inspector, and he knows 
that the instructions are plain and explicit not

But notwithstanding the painstaking inves- 
tigations of the statesmen who undertook 
them the proper ratio was not ascertained, or 
if the one arrived at was correct at the time of 
the investigation it was not correct when the 
first coins were made at the mint. The ratio 
of 15 to 1 undervalued gold, and as a result 
gold would not circulate. There wasa profit 
in melting up the gold coins into bullion and 
disposing of it at its real commercial value in 
terms of silver. This. unsatisfactory condi- 
tion continued till January, 1837, when a re- 
examination of the question led to the adop- 
tion of a new ratio—namely: That of 16 to 
1. The ounce of gold was taken as equal in 
value to 16 ounces of silver. The dominat- 
ing principle then was the same as forty-five 
yeats earlier. It was that the gold eagle 
should have the same bullion value as ten sil- 
ver dollars, and none of the statesmen of that 
day appeared tothink fora moment it would 
be possibie to make coins of either metal cir- 
culate at an intrinsic or bullion value that 
greatly differed from the value named on the 
face of the coin. In fact the change of 1837 
was made because it was discovered that gold 
and silver coina would not circulate side by 
side, though nobody supposed the difference 
in real values exceeded 6 per cent. 

But the point aimed at was missed again. 
At 15 to 1, the silver dollar had been the 
cheaper of the two. At 16 to 1 it was the 
dearer, being found to be worth about $1.03 
in terms of gold. As a consequence what 
full. weight silver was coined by the United 
States went into the hands of the silversmiths, 
and the fuil-weight silver coins did not circu- 
late at all. Things ran along in this way till 
about 1873. Then Germany, the United 
States, and other countries, seeing that silver 
bullion was declining in price, suspended the 
coinage of silver, but did not demonetize it. 
In 1878 the Allison-Bland bill became a law, 
and notwithstanding the subsequent steady 
fall in the price of silver, we kept on buying 
silver and coining silver dollars until we 
reached the point where we had enough or too 
much silver money ahd it became dangerous 
to take on any more, Then we stopped. The 
purchasing clause in the Sherman law was 
repealed a little more than a year ago. 

The above statement shows what happened 
on aswmall scale. A difference of about 3 per 
cent either wey was sufficient to give us prac- 
tical monometaiiism. First the gold was un- 
derrated by about 3 per cent and would 
not circulate. Then the silver was underrated 
and would not cirdalate. Yet in these days, 
when small differences are of greater 
importance than a few years ago in 
determining the course of trade, this 
wild crank, St. John. proposes that 
we should have two dollars, one of them of 
gold and the other of silver, to possess an 
equal power in the payment of debts, but a 
purchasing power in the ratio of two to 1, the 
buying value of the gold dollar being 100 
cents ab that of the silver dollar only 50 
cents. He pretends to believe that 
these two coins, ‘widely differing in 
value, would circulate side by side, 
that a man would indifferently pay the 
gold or the silver coin in liquidation of a 
debt, or indifferently pay or receive gold or 
silver dollars in exchange for goods. He 
ought to go to Mexico or some other country 
where silver is free and therefore mono- 
metallic, and see how it ia there, see if the 
silver dollar will purchase as much as the 
gold dollar. It is impossible to understand 
the exhibition of such maddening folly as this 
by a banker, who is supposed to know some- 
thing about finance and political economy. 
The exbibition is especially deplorable when 
contrasted with the sound, sensible utter- 
ances of Mr. Williams, as reported in the 
tame telegram from the National al Capital. 
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HOW IT MIGHT BE “ WORKED.” 

A correspondent expresses grave fears that 
the adoption of the Baltimore plan for nation- 
al banking, or that as modified by Secretary 
Carlisle, might be used extensively for pur- 
poses of fraud. ‘Taking Carlisle’s plan for 
the national banks, and not allowing anything 
for the additional rascality permitted by the 
State banking feature of his scheme, the fol- 
lowing may be stated as the possibilities of 
the case: 

Suppose a man has $100,000 at command, 
and opens a bank, or arranges with a bank to 
do the business for him, he could get per- 
mission to issue on this bank notes to the 
amount of $75.000. He deposits 30 per 
cent of this, or $22,500, with the government 
in legal tenders, and to this may be added the 
5 per cent guarantee. The remaining 878. 
800 he might put into United States bonds, 
these being assets convenient for the ob. 
taining of confidence on the part of the pub- 
lic in the wish and ability of the bank or 
banker to tote fair.“ 

The bank then could. put out the $75,000 
of circuiation, and after having got vaiue re- 
ceived could sell the bonds and repay the 
$100,000 of capital, after which it would 
have on hand a difference of $48,800, minus 
the outlay required to conducting the opera- 
tion up to that point. Of course this $48,800 
of cash would not be profit in the ordinary 
sense of the word, because of the indebted- 
ness out against it, but what would there be 
to prevent it from bemg appropriated as 
“profit” in the rascally acceptation of the 
term?

CHURCHES NEED THE TOILESS. 


Prof, Henderson Addresses Labor-Men at 
Jefferson Park Preabyterian. 
Services at the Jefferson Park Presbyterian 
Church, Adams and Throop streets, löst even- 
ing, were in the interests of laboringmen and 
were well attended, Representatives were 
present from the Trade and Labor Assembly, 
Woodworkers’ Union, Ironmolders’ Union, 
Pressfeeders’ Union, United Order of 
American Bricklayers zud Stone Ma- 
sons, and the Hoisting Engineers’ Union. Prof. 
C. R. Henderson, who conducts the classes in 
sociology at the University of Chicago, was 
the speaker, and his address was a powerful 
plea for a union between the trades unions 
and the churches.

Any conductor. trainman, engineer, firemen, 
switchman. or other employé, who is known to 
use intoxicating liquors or frequent gambling 
places or other places of low 8 either white 
on or off duty, will be promptly and 
dischar from the service of this company. 
Heads of departments, subordinate —— and 
foremen are hereby instructed to see that these 
rules are strictly enforced at all times. 

The rules are promulgate by Willie E. 
— General Superintendent, and are also 

ned as having been approved by C. H. 
C ppell, Vice-President — General na- 
ger. Both these officials are firm in their de- 
termination that the new rules shall be strict- 
ly enforced. In consequence there is said to 
bs much anger existing among- the saloon- 
keepers at Bloommgton, Roedhouse, Alton, 
and Slayter.

TO HEAR MRS, FANNIE B. WILLIAMS.

Woman tin a Kenwood Church. 

Mrs. Fannie Barrier Williams, who was re- 
cently proposed for membership in the Wom- 
an’s club, delivered an address last night on 
“The Intellectual and Religious Advance- 
ment of Colored Women Since Emancipa- 
tiom at the Kenwood Evangelical Church, 
Greenwood avenue and Forty-sixth street. 
The service which preceded the address was 
the special Sunday evening service held un- 


der the auspices of the Sunday Evening club, 


the Rev. John P. Hale, pastor, conducting. 
The church was well filled and «me 
congregation was of the usual character 
except for the presence of half a dozen or so 
of colored friends of Mrs. Williams. In Mrs. 
Williams’ appearance there is not much to 
suggest African origin at first sight, for though 
her complexion is dark and her hair black, 
the cast of her features indicates a strobt ad- 
mixture of white blood. Her voice would give 
no clew to her race. Her enunciation is that 
of an educated woman, her language simple 
and expressive, and her manner self-con- 
tained. When she had finished she was sur- 
rounded by crowds of enthusiastic members 
of the congregation who congratulaied her 
warmly on her effective presentation of the 
cause of her race. 

Mrs. Williams said there was a time when 
the term womanhood was not large enough 
in this re 2 to include any woman of 
African descent, She was a creature with no 
shrines for her loves, owning neither herself 
nor her destiny. But, thanks to the regen- 
erating forces of liberty, colored women 
were, by leaps and boun 5, making incred- 
ible, their former degradation. was 
known of them than of any other class of 
native-born Americans. ow few of the 
happy and prosperous white people 
could appreciate what it meant to 
be changed suddenly from irresponsible 
bondage io the responsibility of f om and 
citizenship. The new life had to be borne by 
these children of darkness. mostly without 
teacher or friend. The meaning of such pre- 
cious terms as marriage, wife, family, and 
home could not be learned in the  school- 
house. There was a touching pathos in the 
eagerness of these millions of new -home- 
makers to taste of the blessedness of intelli- 
gent womanhood.

It was almost 
literally true that, excepting the profession of 
teaching in coloréd schools and menial work, 
colored women could find no employment i in 
this free America.
